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Deputy cleared, but not back to work

The chief deputy at the Grant County 
Detention Center has apparently been cleared 
of criminal conduct by the Kentucky State 
Police, but has not returned to work. 

The story about Bailey’s suspension first 
appeared in the June 14 issue of the Grant 
County News. 

In an email faxed to the Grant County News 
on June 18, Grant County Jailer Terry Peeples 
requested clarification from County Attorney 
Joe Taylor on whether or not Chief Deputy 
Dennis Bailey should be taken off administra¬ 


tive leave/suspension, following the KSP’s 
investigation. 

“After meeting with Mr. (Joshua) Whitton 
from KSP yesterday afternoon, it is my under¬ 
standing that all criminal accusations made 
against Mr. Bailey have been proven false. Can 
you please confirm my understanding to be 
correct or wrong and then advise me if Mr. 
Bailey can and/or should be taken off adminis¬ 
trative leave/suspension,” Peeples’ wrote in an 
email to Taylor on June 14. 

Taylor’s response to Peeples said he saw no 
reason Bailey couldn’t return to work. 

“I just spoke to Detective Whitton and he 
verified that he found no evidence of criminal

conduct by Mr. Bailey. Unless there is some 
type of administrative issue, based on your 


conversation with Detective Whitton, that 
would indicate a need to continue with the 
administrative leave, I see no reason why Mr. 
Bailey would not be allowed to return to 
work,” read the email response to Peeples, also 
dated June 14. 

Bailey, the detention center’s chief deputy, 
was placed on leave on May 25, according to 
Peeples, after being accused of inappropriate 
conduct. The leave was to last as long as it took 
for the KSP to investigate the allegations. 

Taylor, confirmed on Tuesday, June 19, that 
Bailey had not returned to work.

Friends recall life of 
Williamstown woman 
killed in 1-75 crash

Wherever you saw Sarah 
Schoenman, you saw a friendly, wide¬ 
toothed smile that lit up her eyes. 

That’s what her friends will miss 
following the 30-year-old 
Williamstown woman’s death last 
week in an automobile accident in 
Walton. 

“She constantly smiled,” said 
Stephanie Howe Conrad. “Even when 
she wasn’t posing for a picture, she 
was still smiling.” 

Conrad knew Schoenman when 
the two were students at Grant County 
High School. 

Schoenman was an eighth grade 
student and 
Conrad was a 
sophomore when 
both joined the 
band and eventu¬ 
ally the color 
guard. 

“We spent a 
lot of time togeth¬ 
er back then,” 
Conrad said. 
“She was at my 
house a lot and I’ve been to her house 
many times and woken her up on 
Saturday morning by jumping on her 
bed.” 

Conrad recalled one Christmas 
when the two were hanging out and 
they decided to surprise Conrad’s 
parents by decorating the outside of 
the house with fights. When they 
couldn’t find a ladder, Schoenman 
climbed up on Conrad’s shoulders 
and hung them as far as she could 
until the slope of the lawn made it 
impossible to reach any higher.

With its demise, Grant 
County is left pretty much 
with non-existent options 
to go to rent movies out¬ 
side of Red Box and 
Blockbuster Express vend¬ 
ing machines. 

I do understand the 
allure of these box rentals. 

You can 
rent a 
movie at 
one loca¬ 
tion and 
return it to 
any other 
location 
around the 
country. 

For the 
most part, 
the rentals 
are much 
more inex- 
pensive 
than tradi¬ 
tional video stores. 

Red Box is only a little 
over $1 a night while 
Blockbuster Express, in a 
move that probably says a 
lot about their lack of suc¬ 
cess, is around $3 for new 
rentals per day. 

I admit I frequent Red 
Box, especially when I 
receive promotional codes 
through text message or 
e-mail. 

Who wouldn’t take 
advantage of a free 
movie? 

Another viable option 
for movie lovers is Netflix 
or other rental by mail ser¬ 
vices. 

The need to travel is 
eliminated, but you still 
you have to wait several 


days for a disc to show up 
in the mail. 

Once again, as a fanatic, 
or as my wife calls me, an 
addict, I have a subscrip¬ 
tion to Netflix. 

I like it because I can 
track down some titles that 
are not as easily found in 
stores and definitely can’t 
be accessed in a rental 
box. 

The other 
advantage for 
most people is 
the streaming 
option that 
allows you to 
watch movies 
on your TV or 
computer via 
Internet. 
Unfortunately 
for me, my 
service is 
spotty at best 
and I tend to 
get to watch 
streaming movies in 
30-second increments 
before the video reloads. 

A 90-minute movie may 
take literally two days to 
get through sometimes. 

That may say more 
about my lack of technol¬ 
ogy at my house though. 

My long, rambling point 
is this, I realize there are 
more options out there

What also gets lost in 
the elimination of video 
stores is the people who 
lose their jobs.

Edible flowers 
tasty, pretty

Any successful festivity needs 
food, friends and flowers and the food and 
flowers can actually complement each other 
because there is a wide range of flowers that are 
edible.

It 
used to be that parsley was the only garnish 
found on dinner plates or buffet tables.

Come On, Try it 

My sister was the first in the family to start 
plucking the pansies in spring to put on box 
lunches that she would make for visitors to the 
farm. Most people ate their lunches, leaving the 
pansy behind. As time went on we encouraged 
people to give them a try, “They don’t really 
have much flavor, come on, try it” the pressure 
tactic worked and at least people where now 
willing to use edible 
flowers as a compliment, 
albeit only visual, to their 
own meals at home. 

Many edible flowers, 
and I have tried most of 
them, don’t really have 
that much flavor but some 
actually pack a savory 
punch. The best one is the 
nasturtium. Back in the 
early spring when I put 
my kitchen garden in I 
planted nasturtium among 
the lettuces and spinach. 
The nasturtiums are in full 
bloom now and ready to 
be mixed in the salad 
bowl. Both the bloom and 
the foliage of nasturtium are edible, imparting a 
spicy, peppery taste. Plus, the deep-red bloom 
of ‘Empress of India’ will add some bold color 
to the mix. 

Another edible flower that has good flavor is 
the tuberous begonia. But a word of warning 
here, apparently only the hybrid varieties of 
tuberous begonias should be eaten. For the 
most part that’s what you will find at most 
garden centers, so go ahead and pinch blooms 
from your ‘Non-Stop’ tuberous begonias for a 
crisp, sour-lemon flavor.

I have a tendency to enjoy more savory 
flavors and when it comes to flowers this means 
I like those that are slightly on the bitter side. 
Petals from the sunflower, the snapdragon and 
the marigold add some tang. I have used them 
as a sort of confetti on dishes or in salads so you 
only get a hint of the flowers aroma in each 
bite. Plus, it makes for a pretty presentation. If 
you prefer sweeter flavors the crunchy quality 
of a daylily petal is nice, I have found that 
yellow blooms are the sweetest, imparting a 
slightly floral taste. Gardenia, lilac and violet 
blooms are also sweet, as you would suspect, so 
fear not placing them on your dessert platter 
and finishing your meal with a petal or two. 
Other blooms are ideal for processing in some 
way. Have you ever fried squash blossoms or 
marigolds or brewed tea from bee balm, hibiscus 
or rose hips. They are delicious and it proves 
just one other way you can enjoy the fruits of 
your labor.

Sharon Orsburn and Bob 
Tripp have literally made a 
splash in the back of their Dry 
Ridge home. 

In fact, the 50 foot mean¬ 
dering stream with five water¬ 
falls landed the couple into a 
Ponderama Water Garden 
Tour this weekend. 

Their backyard of their red 
brick home in Hogan s Mill 
Subdivision will be open for a 
free tour from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
on June 23 and June 24 as part 
of the Meyer Aquascapes 11 th 
Annual Water Garden Tour. 

When the couple first 
moved into their two-story 
home perched among mature 
trees, they didn’t want to go 
into the steep, sloping back 
yard. Tripp had to wear golf 
cleats when he mowed the 
grass just so he didn t fall 
down into a ravine. 

They decided to look 
around for ideas, which is 
what lead them to the pond 
tour and Dan Meyer, a certi¬ 
fied contractor with 
Aquascapes, Inc. 

After seeing the yards that 
he did, we knew what we 
wanted, Orsburn said. 

The result, almost two 
years later, is a private oasis 
filled with shade plants, the 
sound of water rushing over 
stones and many antiques and 
treasures that Orsburn finds on 
her antiquing trips. 

“We find ourselves out 
here a lot,” she said. “It’s a 
really nice place to go, espe¬ 
cially with a book.” 

The couples back yard is 
now complete with a deck, 
several hammocks and seating 
areas, as well as a fire pit and 
swings. 


At night, LED lights shine 
throughout the waterfall.

The aquascape was created 
after truckloads of rock were 
brought to the sight. They 
were used to form the water¬ 
fall, stream and natural path¬ 
ways.

“A friend teased us that 
everyone else in Grant County 
paid to have rocks removed 
from their property and here 
we were paying to have them 
brought in,” Orsburn said.

The site is lush and invit¬ 
ing, it has been the background 
for several photo shoots. 
Orsburn also enjoys entertain¬ 
ing there, including her dulci¬ 
mer group. 

“With all the blooms out 
and the amount of daylight 
hours we get, this is really the 
best time of year to enjoy it,” 
Tripp said. 

But, it’s also picturesque in 
fall and even in winter. 

“It’s really like we’ve 
added another whole room to 
the house,” he said.

“I’m not sure how many 
people might drive out here 
from Cincinnati to see it, but 
we were hoping that local peo¬ 
ple interested in developing a 
water feature at their home 
may want to come by and tak 
a look,” Orsburn said.

If it was a reasonable 
request, she was up for it and 
would usually fall over laugh¬ 
ing doing it,” Conrad said. 

After Conrad graduated 
GCHS, Conrad’s cousins and 
Schoenman visited her at 
Georgetown College several 
times. 

“She was just special and 
always up for a good time,” 
Conrad said. “She laughed all 
the time and was an eternal 
optimist.” 

Schoenman was killed in a 
four-vehicle collision at 7 p.m. 
on Interstate-75 on June 12. 
According to a press release 
from the Boone County 
Sheriff’s Office, all four vehi¬ 
cles were in the center lane 
when traffic slowed to a near 
stop due to a repaving road 
constmction project. Harlan 
Jones, 57, of Dry Ridge, was 
unable to slow his 2000 Toyota 
4Runner fast enough and it hit 
the 1997 Toyota Camry driven 
by Schoenman. 

The force of the impact 
slammed the Camry into a 2006 
ford Taurus operated by 
Kimberly Summers, 42, of 


Indianapolis and the Taums into 
a 2006 Dodge Stratus driven by 
Timothy Cranert, 47, of 
Corinth. 

The roadway was closed 
until 10:30 p.m. when it 
reopened to traffic. 

Schoenman is survived by a 
son, Camden Reed Courtney, 
as well as her parents, Fred and 
Sharon Schoenman of 
Williamstown and Gail Ruark 
and Russell “Doc” Bowen of 
Crittenden. 

Schoenman’s sister, Brandy 
Conrad, was killed in a car acci¬ 
dent on Oct. 17,1995 on Ky. 36 
in Willi amstown. Following 
Conrad’s death, her family trav¬ 
eled to Frankfort to speak to 
Kentucky lawmakers in sup¬ 
port of changing teen driving 
laws to allow more time 
between obtaining a permit and 
an actual license.
